Brutes Break in nml StraugU* u Woman 
for. Uobber) - . 

New York, Jan. 22.—Miss Mary E. 
Hills, a retired school teacher, of ample 
menu*, known as u poetess, whose vers¬ 
es have appeured in New York news¬ 
papers nnd several inagaxiues, was 
found dead In hi*r cottage yesterday. 
The dead body was discovered by neigh 
Imra who went to make a social call 
and found the cottage door locked. Her 
dress wn* disarranged, turn almost 
from her body; her arms were tied to¬ 
gether by a stocking, nnd thrown over 
her heat! was a fur caw. The marks 
ou the woman's throat would .indicate 
that ah© wax strangled. In the bed- 
i-hntiiber where Mias Hills slept every¬ 
thing was in coiifuaicr.. Everywhere 
wen* evidences of a severe struggle, 
showing that the woman fought hard 
for her life. From the appearance of 
th© house It Is believed that a complete 
search had lieen made for valuables. Dr. 
Maxwell, who oxcurdm'd the body at the 
request of the coroner, will not give i 
definite opinion as to the cause of deotb.

That the hostile extension by European 
powers of their systems to any portion 
of this hemisphere, as expressed in that 
message, ha* especial reference to the 
systems of government which were 
based on the divine right of kings, and 
which were directed to the overthrow of 
republics, wherever existing. The Mon¬ 
roe doctrine in nowise insists ujwn the 
republican form of government in this 
hemisphere, or us committing this gov¬ 
ernment to maintain that doctrine out¬ 
side its own borders, or except as its 
own integrity is affected; thnt this coun¬ 
try is embarking upon a new aud dif¬ 
ferent jfolicy from the one laid down by 
our fnthers, and that from 1821 until 
now, congress uniformly declined to de¬ 
fine the ao-called Monroe din-trine, or 
adopt it as a rule of action. The exist¬ 
ing condition of affairs makes the dis¬ 
cussion of the Monroe doctrine most 
difficult at this time. It is not an easy 
task to lake in this high forum a posi¬ 
tion which apparently involve* in the 
slightest degree the abandonment of 
that patriotic fervor which animates 
the breast of every citisen when* na¬ 
tional pride of our country's honor is in 
question. The Monroe doctrine was es¬ 
sentially n doctrine of self-defence, pro¬ 
mulgated for our own protection und for 
uo other purpose. When it was first 
enunciated, our country was siNinudy 
nettled, its boundaries but vaguely de¬ 
fined. To-day onr border* are defined 
and we are menaced by no foreign fine. 
In the Curly years of the century, too, 
there seemed promise of the same ad¬ 
vancement of civilisation in Houth as in 
North America. That hope has been 
Jong finer dispelled. Instead of develop¬ 
ing Into self-res|M*etlng republic* the 
nations of South America, have shown 
themselves so far, almost without ex¬ 
ception, utterly unfitted for self gov 
eminent. Their so-called republics fire 
largely and usually military despot Isms, 
based on force, relyiug on blood*h»*d 
and assassination for their establish¬ 
ment and their brief continuance; the 
people are ignorant and submissive; the 
rulers are arbitrary and cruel. The fact 
is, we have nothing in common with 
those countries. Thes** p<opic. Mr. 
President, although alien In race, lan¬ 
guage and religion, are entitled to .our 
friendly and affectionate regard ns citl- 
xens of a sister republic; we owe them 
■protection whenever the interrat* of 
free government or the eg use of civilian- 
tlon arc attacked by aaaaults upon tbrir 
autonomy, but, beyond that point, our 
obligations cense. The description 1 
have given of South American states 
generally applies with added forts* to 
Wnexueln. Ever alAcc* the contest with 
Spain, she Its * hud ft rovnlutian 'at aver¬ 
age interval* of 18 months. 

Much of the present friction between 
Great Britnln ami Venexuria arises be¬ 
ta tut* of the recent development of the 
gold fluid* in the south of Venezuela 
When* the raxed boundary line will he
